As each plane can only carry a limited amount of mail letters will be equally dis- 
tributed among the machines and each stamp will bear across the tricoloured flag the name 
of the pilot who has to take the letter. All the 20 names of the 20 pilots will therefore 
appear on each whole sheet of 20 triptic stamps and letters will have to follow the fate 
of each particular plane. 

On this same occasion there will also be a special air connection with Tripoli, Bengasi 
and Rodi. Small quantities of mail will be brought to Rome to meet Gen. Balbo’s Squadroon. 
Therefore 3 other pairs will be issuedof entirely different design though of the same type, 
one pair for each of the above places.

Rome 


to Chicago 
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ETAILS are at hand concern- 

ing the stamps announced in 

our World in Review Column 

of April 15th, the occasion of 

the Squadroon Flight from 
Rome to Chicago, for the Century of 
Progress Exposition. General Balbo, 
the leader of the flight, is also the de- 
signer of this entirely new thought 
in stamp designing. The stamp is in 
reality, THREE stamps in ONE and 
will be considerable longer in width 
than it is in height. The first part, 
or the portion to the left, shows an 
Italian flag flying and will give the 
details of the flight; the second por- 
tion, or middle, (about % the size of 
the first in width and comprising 
about 1/5 the stamp area), has a mag- 
nificent full-face portrait of King 


bear the value covering the ordinary 
postage and registration fee. The 
third and last portion, or the remain- 
ing two-fifths of the stamp, will be 
the air stamp proper and will carry a 
different design on each of the 
two values of the set, as well as re- 
maining value of the stamp. On one 
the value is 19 lire 75 cent; and on 
the other 44 lire 75 cent, thus making 
the face value of each stamp 25L. 
and 50L. respectively. The former is 
for mail to be carried to Iceland, 
which will be the first stage of the 
flight and the latter, for mail to the 
United States. 

In connection with this flight, there 
will also be special connections from 
Tripoli, Bengasi and Rodi, to bring 
mail to Rome to meet Gen. Balbo’s

planes and therefore THREE other 


sets will be issued of entirely differ- 
ent design, though of the same type, 
one set for each place.

Another novel feature to be offered 
in connection with this flight, is that 
in so much as 20 planes will carry the 
mail, the particular plane which car- 
ries the letter, will be indicated on the 
face of the Italian flag, on the first 
portion of the stamp. Thus the re- 
ceiver of the letter will know by 
which plane it was carried. 

Advance illustrations indicate that 
this set will out-class anything thus 
far attempted in the issuance of a 
special set of stamps.

a. m. on the morning of May 25th. 
Why this late hour was selected, if 
such is the case is something that we 
can not understand as it greatly han- 
dicaps dealers who are offering serv- 
ice of mailing for others.

send of his experience in handling 
covers for collectors and dealers. It’s 

interesting reading altho not compli- 
mentary to a lot of people whom he 
served. Perhaps a scolding such as 
he gives might do good in the future. 

Our office received the new stamps 
on covers in the early morning mail 
of May 26th. At first glance we liked 
the 3c value but still have our doubts 
about the 1c value. 

The Three Cent is unquestionably 
an attractive and beautiful stamp and 
if you have not yet noticed it, the 
deep purple shades are much the 
prettier. 

The One Cent, we just can not make 
up our mind to like. There is some- 
thing lacking to make the stamp stand 
out and be attractive as is the 3c 
value. Perhaps too many bushes, too 
little contrast in the design, yet it is 
an interesting stamp and the Roman 
Numerals used on both values are 
something different, something that 
we have not found on United States 
Postage stamps for many years. 

These stamps are of course the Ro- 
tary Press Prints, printed in the same 
manner as the late Newburgh Stamps. 
Printed from rolls of paper, from 
plates of 400 subjects, cut into sheets 
of 100 for issue to the postoffices. 
Plate numbers will be in the corners 
of the sheets. We have not yet seen 
a list of plate numbers but the list 
will probably cover 25 or 30 numbers 
for each value. 

Some exceedingly interesting cov- 
ers have come from our readers and 
friends in many parts of the coun- 


E. F. Bauer, Jr., of Safe Harbor, 
Pa., mails us an old 1893 one cent Co- 
lumbian Exposition envelope with a 
le Columbian adhesive and a new 1c 
Chicago stamp on the cover to make 
the 3c rate. An interesting tie up of 
these two issues, forty years apart. 

One of the most prized covers is 
one from Charles E. Abrams of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., who somehow got the 
stamps to the Columbus, Ohio, post- 
office where we have one cancelled on 
cover May 25th. Really a very in- 
teresting cover. 

Mr. William H. Gilley of Chicago 
pulled off another of his novel can- 
cellation stunts and this comes from 
Chicago Ridge, the cancellation is in 
green on both the 3c stamp and on 
the le stamp, the place of the killer 
bars is occupied by an oval within 
which is the inscription “A Century 
of Progress—Chicago—World’s Fair.” 
The word “Chicago” being in large 
Tiffany Script letters in the center of 
the oval. 


A very pretty cacheted cover with 
a picture of the Electrical Group 
comes from Ralph A. Kimble. Harry 
G. Pertz of Highland Park, IIl., sends 
a cover with a block of four of the 
le stamp mailed from Waukegan. 
Anton Amcha sends a nicely deco- 
rated cover of the 3c value.

I was agreeably surprised the other 
day when a newly arrived lot of pre- 
cancels turned up a 17c Indianapolis, 
Ind. reading up in type U-3. Long 
ago I had give up hope of ever obtain- 
this item as I surmised that only one 
printing of the 17c value had been 
made and all those reading down, I 
know this stamp was missing in quite 
a few collections and I wonder how 
many have been able to lasso this one 
so far. I had left a space for this in 
my collection and had been chided sev- 
eral times for so doing, but I am a 
trusting soul and just left the space 
as is, and low and behold along came 
the little black soldier to fill in the 
gap. That, my friends, is one of the 
thrills of collecting precancels. 


Mr. I. Levine of Brooklyn offers 
some suggestions on the point system 
of exchange for Bi-Centennial pre- 
cancels as first prescribed by Mr. 
Gaston of Morgantown. He suggests 
that the top point be 3 instead of 4, 
placing the 4c along with the 7c and 
9c. Also puts the 5c and 10c in the 
one point class along with the 4c, 1c 
etc. Reasoning as he does that the 
4c is just as scarce as the 7c or 9c 
and that these are hardly worth four 
times the common values, also that 
the 5c and 10c are just as common as 
the real low values. I believe that 
Mr. Levine’s formula hits the mark a 
little more closely than that of Mr. 
Gaston but then it was Mr. Gaston 
who gave us the idea. Here is the 
table of exchange plan as presented 
by Mr. Levine.

While on the subject of 3c Stuarts I 
noticed several dealers are squeezing 
these in with their Bi-Centennial of- 
ferings and at prices in the propor- 
tion. These are not as scarce as Bi- 
Centennial 3c or most of the other 
denominations. They are still being 
issued and will be indefinitely and 
there is no reason to believe that this 
will be a scarce stamp in general. 
So don’t pay fancy prices for them 
and live to regret it.

stamps. It is true that most of them 
in some manner or other have some 
pet lines that they follow but the num- 
ber that goes into the game armed 
with all the paraphanalia of the con- 
firmed stamp bug is so small that we 
have always advocated a seperate pub- 
lication for the sole edification of that 
class of collector.

Mt. Everest Flight 


When the English flyers flew over 
the highest mountain in the world on 
April 8th, Stephen H. Smith, Secre- 
tary of the Indian Air Mail Society 
at Calcutta, induced Air Commodore 
P. F. M. Fellowes, D.S.O., leader of 
the expedition to carry a packet of 
letters for collectors scattered over 
the world. These covers bear a label 
depicting the Union Jack in the cen- 
ter of which is an airplane on the 
map of India, and which is tied to the 
cover by a circular purple cachet with 
the words “Mount Everest Expedtn., 
1933” above a group of mountains, 
and were postmarked at Purnea, 
Bihar, India, on April 8, 1933. We 
have not learned the exact number 
carried but it was undoubtedly a small 
quantity.

BROADWAY 
CHATTER 


By BI STANDER 





One of the finest ways we know of 
to spread Philately is the requirement 
of the Boy Scouts that examinations 
must be taken to obtain a certain 
promotion in the Boy Scouts. This 
above all makes the candidate study 
his stamps and by the hard work en- 
tailed often makes a stamp collector 
of him for the rest of his life. 





We attended the New York Stamp 
Exhibit at Gimbels which lasted from 
May 13th to 20th inclusive, several 
times. Immense crowds were there 
and we feel that this exhibit, in a 
smaller degree of course, was a rep- 
lica of the International Exhibition 
here some years ago. Why cannot we 
have these Exhibitions more often in 
New York? They attract crowds, and 
we know of many regular Philatelists 
who have been started by these stamp 
exhibitions. The cases were tasteful- 
ly arranged. The Grand Trophy 
won by R. A. Barry, writer of stamp 
news for the New York Herald Trib- 
une was well earned for his exhibit 
on stamps and covers of the U. S. 
from 1847 to 1887. Other winners 
were Miss Marion Terry for U. S. 
Commemoratives complete. Walter 
Guthrie for exhibit of Colombian Re- 
public. Albert Diener for Red Cross 
stamps and Switzerland Charities. T. 
P. Hyatt for items related to the post- 
al service. Felix R. Huppe postage 
stamp currency of the Civil War and 
various covers. British Colonies, Dan- 
iel M. Friedman. Louis Marmorino, 
Jr., autographed airmail covers. 





What we believe is the end of the 
matter took place in the courtroom of 
Judge Cornelius F. Collins when he 
sentenced Charles J. Caulkins, 26 
years old, to serve from forty years 
to life and also sentenced Nicolas Ma- 
tosin, alias Nick Madison, 25 years old 
from thirty years to life. Judge Col- 
lins characterized Culkin as a “mon- 
ster, a fiend and a menace to society” 
and recommended that Culkin be kept 
behind the bars for the remainder of 
his life. The two men, both of whom 
had long police records entered the 
stamp shop of John R. Miller, 70 
years old, of 38 East 23rd street, on 
Oct. 20th last and Culkin hit Miller 
over the head with a revolver. The 
stamp dealer later died of his injuries 
in the hospital. $5000 worth of stamps 
were stolen. Matosin was captured 
after leaving here, in another town. 


We dropped in on a new stamp con- 
cern namely the Lenott Stamp Com- 
pany, in room 78, situated at 65 Nas- 
sau Street. This company has fixed 


up an office in first class shape and 
they seem to know their business. 





A certain matter which concerns 
the stamp trade should break shortly 
and we will have interesting news con. 
cerning this, we feel, as soon as pos- 
sible and we shall give our readers 
the “low down” at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 





Percy C. Davenport, formerly with 
the Metropolitan Stamp Co. of New 
York before that company dissolved, 
has moved from his stamp shop and 
does all his business from Bloomfield, 
New Jersey. Mr. Davenport is very 
well informed in things stampic, and 
knows his “onions” particularly on 
South American stamps.
